Along the North Shore of the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence. 


The struggle for existence is more 
strongly emphasized in the , tree 
world than in the world of human 
pity. Indeed, trees make a more de 
jtermined resistance to climatic 
|forces than do shrubs and flowering 
plants. Poverty of soil, burdensome 
|snows, cold and the violence of the 
winds are the discouragements 
which the forests of subarctic re- 
gions have to meet. In the pages 
of “A Labrador Spring’’ Doctor 
Townsend records some of his ob- 
servations along the north shore of 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 

A little larch that had successful- 
ly risen to the height of nine inches 
in a gully, I found on sectioning 
and counting the rings with a pock- 
et lens to be thirty-two years old. 
The trunk was three-eighths of an 
inch in diameter. 

A balsam-fir with a spread of 
branches of twenty-seven inches, 
whose topmost twig was thirteen 
inches from the ground, showed 
fifty-four rings in a massive trunk 
two inches in diameter. Another 
bulsam-fir, nine inches high and 
twenty-one inches in extent, showed 
thirty-five rings in a trunk one inch 
and a quarter in diameter.

Narrow Rings Indicate Slow 
Growth and Good Specimen.

WHAT PLOUGHING DOES. 


Ploughing not only loosens up the 
seil but more of it is thus exposed 
to the action of the sun, air and 
frost. Stubble, weeds, etc., are 
buried and so changed into humus. 
The water holding capacity of the 
soil is increased and rainfall en- 
ters the soil easier and faster. On 
land more of the 


ning off than on shallow plowed 
land. 

Not all soils, however, should be 
ploughed deep . Prairie and loamy 
soil will stand deeper ploughing 
than heavy clay soils. This latter 
kind is frequently underlaid with 
a stiff yellow or reddish clay that 
is largely impervious to the air and 
water. To turn this kind of sub- 
soil up to the surface is a mistake 
and requires several years to be- 
come productive. Such land is much 
benefited by the use of a subsoil 
plow about once every three years. 
Such plow should loosen up the sub- 
soil but not throw it up to the sur- 
face. Clover and especially alfalfa 
makes an excellent subsoiler for 
such land. ~ 

In ploughing one should seek to 
turn over a narrow furrow rather 
than a wide one. To ‘‘cut and 


clog the teeth of the saw with loose 
fibres. If the wood is colored, dark- 
ness of color is in general a sign of 
strength and durability. 

The freshly cut surface of the 
wood should be firm and shining, 
and should have somewhat of a 
translucent appearance. In wood 
of a given species, the heavy speci- 
mens Pre in general the stronger 
and the more lasting. 

Among resinous woods, those hay- 
ing the least resin in their pores, 
and among non-resinous woods, 
those which have least sap or gum 
in them, are in general the strong- 
est and most lasting. 

Timber should be free from such 
blemisbes as ‘‘clefts;’’ or cracks ra- 
diating from the centre; ‘‘cup 
shakes,’’ or cracks which partially 
separate one layer from another; 
“upsets,’’? where the fibres 
have been crippled by compres- 
sion; ‘‘wind galls,’’ or wounds in a 


? 


layer of wood, which have been 
covered and concealed by the 
growth of the subsequent layers 


over them; and hollow and spongy 
places indicating the commencement 
of decay. 


sever’ is bad policy in ploughing. 
Turn the furrow slices on edge par- 
tially, never over flat. Let one fur- 
row slice lop “over nicely onto an- 
other, leaving a sort of dividing line 
between them to catch and hold 
rainfall. This applies more forcib- 
ly to the ploughing of sod 
land and to fall ploughing than it 
does to spring-plowed land and that 
is to be immediately made into a 
seed bed.

Never follow the practice of plough- 
ing around fields. Turn back fur- 
rows into the land level and free 
from any depressions and old dead 
furrows. Fall ploughed land should 
be left rough over winter to better 
catch and hold the snow.

to plain machine stitched hems; other- 
wise the china embroidery is apt to 
lose its distinctive appearance. How- 
ever, if the piece which is being copied 
has a pretty border it is sometimes 
worth while to copy and adapt it.

He covered 1,400 miles between 
Metz and Bucharest at an average 
epeed of 56 miles a day, and arriy- 
ed none the worse for his journey. 
But he was a horseman as well as 
a record breaker, and carefully 
trained both himself and his horse 
before he started; he also nursed 
it during his ride and saw that it 
was well groomed whenever pos- 
sible, so that there were no distres- 
sing scenes at the finish 

The most notorious of these mili- 
tary rides was that top speed gallop 
between Vienna and Berlin in Oct- 
ober, 1892, No fewer than 200 
officers took part in this ride, the 
Germans proceeding from Berlin 
to Vienna, while the Austrians rode 
in the opposite direction.

Penitentiaries’ Population 


A despatch from Ottawa says: 
The report of the penitentiaries 
branch of the department of justice, 
tabled in the commons on Thurs- 
day by Hon. A. B. Aylesworth, 
gives the average daily population 
of the Canadian penitentiaries dur- 
ing the last fiscal year as 1824, as 
compared with 1625 in the previ- 
ous year, and 1407 a decade ago. 
Tables are submitted to show that 
“of the 1859 convicts who constitute 
the penitentiaries population of the 
Dominion, 1392 were born in Can- 
ada, Great Britain, or other Brit- 
ish countries. 

Canada heads the list with 1071, 
the other countries ranking as fol- 
lows: England 208, Ireland 50, Scot- 
land 39, other countries 24. Of the 
foreign-born inmates of the peni- 
tentiaries, 184 were born in the 
United States, 98 in Italy, 36 in 
Austria, 36 in Russia, 32 in Ger- 
many, 23 in France, 13 in Chiaa, 
and 45 in other countries. 

While the number of foreign- 
born convicts generally has in- 
creased from 14 per cent. in 1900, to 
25 per cent. in 1910, those born in 
the United States have increased 
less than 2 per cent., and still con- 
stitute less than 10 per cent. of the 
penitentiaries’ population. 


The creeds of the penitentiaries’ 
inmates are given as follows: Ro- 
man Catholic 931, Church of Eng- 
land 344, Methodist 199, Presbyter- 
ian 183, Baptist 72, Lutheran 51, 
other denominations 21, Buddhist 
17, Hebrew 17, Unitarian 2, no 
creed 22, 

The report of the parole officers 
show that 286 paroles and 17 par- 


dons were granted during the year, | 
lin sacks.

14 pardons granted in the previ- 
ous year. It is observed by the 
parole officer that the result of the 
parole system continues to be sat- 
isfactory. 

In this connection the opinion is 
expressed that the time has arriv- 
ed when the oversight by the Do- 
minion parole officer should be re- 
stricted to those released from fed- 
eral institutions. Some of the 
western provinces have already ap- 
pointed parole officers to look after 
the interests of prisoners released 
from provincial jails and reforma- 
tories, and the view is taken that 
it would be but right for the east- 
ern provinces to undertake the 
supervision of its prisoners. 

The gross expenditure on peni- 
tentiaries for the year was $536,325 
and the net revenue was $45,686,

Origin of # Scandinavian Christ- 
mas Custom. 


One Christmas morning many 
years ago, the King of Sweden was 
returning from church in his sleigh, 
when he noticed great flocks of 
small birds circling about in the 
air above him. The little feather- 
ed creatures were uttering shrill 
ories, and seemed to be flying hith- 
er and thither without any fixed 

urpose. 

The king spoke to his coachman 
about it, and asked him the cause 
of the commotion among the birds. 
The coachman, who was of the 
peasantry, explained to the king 
that the birds had been driven 
from the fields and forests by hun- 
ger, being unable to secure food, 
owing to (he deep snow, and had 
found their way into the cities and 
towns in search of it. 

The king listened attentively to 
the old coachman’s recital, and 
then told him to drive as quickly as 
possible to the palace. Upon ar- 
riving there, the king sent for tho 
chief steward, and directed him to 
have the largest sheaf of wheat in 
the royal granary bound to a tall 
pole, after which the pole was to 
be erected in front of the palace, 
that tne little birds might suffer 
the pangs of hunger no longer, and 
that their Christmas be made a 
happy one. The king’s instruc- 
tions were carried out, and all day 
long the birds made merry. 

The hundreds of holiday merry- 
makers passing the palace stopped 
to gaze upon the unusual sight. 
The story of the king’s act was pas- 
sed quickly from one to another, 
and by night fall it was known in 
all parts of the city, and had even 
found its way into some of the 
nearby rural districts.

CHRISTMAS DINNER TABLE. 


A simple arrangement for the ta- 
ble is gained by using a thick holly 
wreath tied on two slides with 
broad red ribbons and placing in 
the center a crystal candelabra 
filled with tall candles. 

Another plan is to have a center- 
piece of wedge-shaped boxes hold- 
ing slices of rich fruit cake or 
Christmas bonbons, and the points 
of the boxes may hold candles. 
These boxes may serve as souven- 
irs. A vase of holly or mistletoe 
is placed in the center of the table. 
Little candles in star holders can 
be arranged about the outer edge 
of boxes, which are tied with red 
and green ribbons.

Commencement of an Educational

The cash is very easily kept track 
of. Charging or crediting its equi 
yalent is not quite so simple, but 
requires only the exercise of a little 
common sense. What costs the 
farmer something—as, for instance, 
the use of his team in plowing for 
a given crop—should be reckoned 
at the actual cost, which in this 
ease is the cost of maintenance 
while the work is being done. What- 
ever the farmer produces that is 
used at home—as poultry, pork, 
eggs, and so forth—should be reck- 
oned at exactly the cash the pro- 
ducts would sell for. 

The whole secret of successful ac- 
count-keeping for the farm consists 
in simply setting down, for his own 
information and future reference, 
the expenses and receipts of the 
various departments of his farm.

A ROUNDABOUT ROUTE, 


How an Effort Was Made to Res- 
cue a Boat’s Crew. 


Rescues by the aid of wireless 
telegraphy are not unusual, but it 
is not often that a message has to 
go by so circuitous a route as was 
the case with a call for help which 
was lately sent out by a British 
cruiser, The incident happened at 
Nassau, in the Bahamas.

TWO NEW PARTY GAMES, 


The success or failure of a party 
for young people depends largely on 


the amusements suggested by the 
hostess. There are times when 
conyersation lags, particularly at 


the beginning of the evening; and 
at such junctures the introduction 
of some novel game or diversion 
serves to ‘‘break the ice’’ and put 
every one at case, 

Here are two simple forms of en- 
tertainment, new to many persons 
in this country. The first is in the 
nature of a ‘“‘stunt,’’ and requires 
no special preparation. 

An empty bottle is placed upon} 
a small table, the cork being set 
loosely in the top of it in such a 
way that the least touch will dis- 
lodge it.

A dozen or more bot- 
tles are partially filled with differ- 
ent fluids, each having a distine- 
tive odor. Coffee, tea, vinegar, le- 
monade, ginger ale, vanijla, al- 
mond, olive-oil, tomato soup, chick- 
en broth, and a perfume or two are 
are suitable. There should also 
be a bottle containing plain water.

If possible, a few 
drops of some anilin dye—black is 
best—should be put in each bottle.

OLD 


Different Medicines are Ordered on 
Different Days for the 
Same Ailment, 


To the Western mind there is no- 
thing more curious in Chinese cus- 
toms than the persistency with! 
which the Celestials have clung 
throughout the centuries to their 
system of medicine, an odd mix- 
ture, for the most part, of super- 
stition and hidebound conservat- 
ism. 

In the Chinese materia medica 
we find almost every kind of vege- 
table, animal and mineral sub- 
stance, and these reach about the 
number of 1,000—a remedy, as 
someone has put it, for each dis- 
ease to which, from the Chinese 
viewpoint, man is liable. Roughly 
speaking, the Chinese medicines 
are derived about as follows :— 

From metals and stones 138 kinds 
of physic are extracted ; from gras- 
ses and vegetables, such as roots, 
stubs, leaves, flowers and seeds, 350 
kinds; from trees, 130 kinds are 
found in the roots, bark trunk, 
leaves, seeds, flowers; from the hu- 
man body 27 kinds; from vege- 
tables, such as cabbages, turnips, 
and birds, 34 kinds; from bugs, 
worms, shellfish, snakes turtles 
and flies, 100 kinds; from fruits, 40 
kinds; from vegetables, such as 
cabbages, turnips, melons, etc., 62 
kinds. And to all these must be 
added medicines derived from 
wheat, corn and other grains, 


& MATERIALS USED, 


The Chinese materia medica is 
indebted to the animal world to a 
considerable extent. Nostrums are 
made from the teeth and horns of 
the ‘‘dragon,’’ musk from the musk 
deer, and the list also includes 
bear’s gall, deer’s glue, sheep’s 
milk, glue made from a _ black 
mule’s hide, ram’s horn, mare’s 
milk, hoof of a white horse, thigh 
of a bay horse, sheep’s lungs, 
horns, kidneys and gall; deer’s 
horn pulverized, and the bones, 
eyes and claws of a tiger. The 
skull, heart, brains, teeth and 
blood ‘of the dog are much esteem- 
ed, 

With respect to the practice of 
the Chinese doctor it may be said 
that, to Occidental notions, the 
most curious of it is that the phys- 
ician is employed by the year, and 
that his salary stops when any of 
the family to which he ministers 
becomes ill. In other words, he is 
paid only for keeping them in good 
health.

ANCIENT REGIME TO END. 


Constitutional Cabinet to be Creat- 
ed in China, 


A despatch from Pekin says: It 
seems safe to announce that the 
ancient absolute regime in China 
will exist only historically after the 
Chinese new year in January, 1911.

WORRY DOES KILL. 


Modern science has brought to 
light nothing more curiously inter- 
esting than that worry will kill. 
More remarkable still it has been 
able to determine from recent dis- 
coveries just how worry does kill, 
says the Journal of Physiological 
Therapeutics. 

It is believed by many scientists 
who have followed carefully the 
growth of the science of brain dis- 
eases that scores of the deaths set 
down to their causes are due to 
worry and that alone. The theory 
is a simple one, so simple that any 
one can readily understand it. 
Briefy put, it amounts to this: 
Worry injures beyond repair cer- 
tain cells of the brain, and the brain 
being the nutritive centre of the 
body, the other organs become gra- 
dually injured, and when some dis 
cases of these organs or a combin 
ation of them arises death finally 
ensues. 

Thus worry kills. Insidiously, 
like many other diseases, it creeps

HYDROPHOBIA SKUNKS, 
Sleeping men Bitten by the Pests 
Contract Rabies and Die. 


While stopping at a Western 
ranch over night, Dillon Wallace, 
now on a Western trip for The Out- 
ing Magazine, relates a conversa- 
tion with a ranch hand about hydro- 
phobia skunks. He says in Out- 
ing: 

“A man connected with the ranch 
joined us, and conversation turned 
to the menace of hydrophobia 
skunks. He informed us that six 
weeks earlier a homesteader, sleep- 
ing on the floor of the cookhouse 
with open door, was bitten on the 
head by one of these animals. Some 
time later, while in Winslow, he 
was attacked by rabies, and died in 
great agony. One of the doctors 
attending the man was scratched 
bv him, and was then in the Pas- 
teur Institute in Los Angeles un- 
dergoing treatment. 

“formerly it was believed that 
only a species of small skunk in- 
habiting this region was given to 
attacking men in their sleep, but 
the one that wounded the home- 
steader was of the larger species 
well known throughout the United 
States. Another skunk, since the 
above occurrence, bit a collie dog 
on the ranch and the dog developed 
rabies and died. 

“In much , of the territory 
through which I passed skunks are 
a real menace, not, I may say, in 
the open wilderness, but in the vic- 
inity of old ranch buildings which 
they infest. I heard of seyeral 
cases—I should say at least a doz- 
en—where sleeping men had been 
attacked by them and had later de- 
veloped rabies and Gied. The peo- 
ple bitten are almost invariably 
poor sheepherders or homestead- 
ers, unable to pay their expenses 
to Chicago or Los Angeles, the 
nearest points at which Pasteur In- 
stitutes are now located, and even 
if they had the money to meet 
these expenses they are usually 
from three to four days’ travel 
from the railroad when the acci- 
dent occurs, which, with two or 
three days by train from the near- 
est railroad station to the institute, 
combines to make so long a delay 
that treatment is generally inef- 
fective.’’

It is said to be obliged to suggest, 
nevertheless, that most persons 
have hands that are not washed 
often enough and not washed thor- 
oughly enough. 

The bacteriologists tell us that if 
half a dozen people simply dip their 
hands into a basin of water, and 
then remove them without any ef- 
fort at cleansing, the waterwill be 
found to swarm with bacilli. One 
shudders to think what would hap- 
pen to that water if a few of the 
average cooks or bakers or hand- 
lers of fruit should dip their hands 
in it. 

It is the food question that 
makes this matter of clean hands 
so vital. All the food we eat must 
first pass through human hands, 
and sometimes through many of 
them. It has been proved that ty- 
phoid fever can be transmitted to 
others by a person who has long 
ago recoyered from the attack, and 
that it may be and is dono through 
the agency of dirty hands. A case 
has been reported where a cook in- 
fected member after member of the 
‘families she worked for, although 
she had been a well woman her- 
self for years. 

As to food, we are perhaps more 
at the mercy of our cooks than of 
any one else. The food may be, 
and probably is, not really clean 
when it is delivered at the kitchen 
door, and it rests with the cook her- 
self so to handle it and clean it that 
it shall be free from germs when 
served to the family. 

Some dirty hands are harmless, 
and some apparently clean hands 
are dangerous. A hand covered 
with the soil of gardening may bo 
a terrible sight, and yet there may 
not be a dangerous germ on it, 
whereas the pretty hand of the girl 
who goes out without gloves and 
holds a car strap oy touches a rail- 
ing may be lavishly soiled with 
teeming multitudes of germs, some 
of which she will convey to her 
mouth with the next piece of candy 
she eats,

Doctor Declares People With Such 
Appetites are Bottomless 
Pits. 


_ W. Saltau Fenwick kept an aud- 
ience alternately conyulsed with 
laughter and shivering with some- 
thing that was pretty nearly akin 
to horror in a lecture he delivered 
at the Institute of Hygiene, in Lon- 
don, England, on “Kecentricities 
of Diet.’’ One of his most amusing 
statements concerned patients he 
had known who suffered from the 
disease of “insatiable hunger."’ 

“The earliest notice of it,’’ he 
said, ‘‘is to be found in the Book of 
Genesis, where Pharaoh consulted 
Joseph about his dream of the fat 
and~lean kine, in which the lean 
kine devoured the fat ones without 
appearing an atom the better for 
it. That exactly describes the caso 
of the ‘insatiable hunger’ victims. 
They will eat almost anything, yet 
are always hungry, lean and_ ill- 
favored.”’ ; 

Then he went on to give instan- 
ces he had known. A girl of 8, he 
said, who ordinarily at table ate as 
much as the seven other members 
of the family put together, one day 
escaped to the kitchen and there 
put away a raw codfish, two pounds 
of tallow candles and several 
pounds of butter. 

DEVOURS 100 LBS. OF MEAT. 


A boy yictim, for purposes of 
medical observation, was allowed 
twenty-four hours freedom. He 
devoured 100 lbs. of raw meat in 
that time, besides innumerable 
other things. 

A third patient, a little girl, was 
placed in a walled garden of 
shrubs, so tired were her parents 
of her insatiable appetite. But 
that did not stop her eating, for 
later they discovered that she had 
eaten up all the leaves, all the 
small twigs, and had started gnaw- 
ing a bough, 

Another startler was the case of 
a boy who, on being shut up in an 
empty room, was discovered after- 
ward to have eaten his clothes. 

“People like that,’’ said the lec- 
turer, ‘‘are bottomless pits. You 
can throw all your goods and chat- 
tels into them.”

VAGARIES OF PAINTERS. 


Introduce Modern Figures Into 
Their Ancient Pictures, 
Curious anachronisms, deliberate 
and otherwise, that are to be found 
in the work of some modern Eng 
lish artists, are written about by a 
contributor to the London Daily 
News. Painters, it appears, are 
more obsequious flatterers of great- 
ness than the authors of the days 
of John Dryden or Dr. Johnson 
ever were able to be. The old writ 
ers put their patrons on the fly 
leaves of their books, perhaps to 
blush unseen on library shelves, 
certainly in a few centuries to come 
to dust and mold; our painters put 
their great friends on their canyas 
ses, on the walls or ceilings of pub- | 
lic buildings, or the windows of 
churches, assembled with figures 
and associations whose appropri- 
ateness has ever given a thought. 
For example, the annual decor- 
ation of the Houses of Parliament 
during the present recess, includes 
a series of mural pictures, illustrat- 
ing the sixteenth century in _Eng- 
lish history. One of the series is 
the trial before the cardinals, of 
Henry VIII.’s action for diyorce 
against Katherine of Aragon, Lord

When all has boiled for a 
minute or two, set at the side of 
the stove to simmer for eight min- 
utes. Pour into a wetted mould, 
after taking out the lemon-rind. 
When set, turn out and garnish 
with preserve, or pour custard 
round. 

Cinnamon Biscuits.—Mix a quar- 
ter of a pound of butter with a 
quarter of a pound of caster sugar, 
add half a beaten egg, and three- 
quarters of an ounce of ground 
cinnamon. Lastly stir in the flour 
and knead into a nice dough. Roll 
out thinly, and cut into rounds. 
Put half an almond on each and 
bake in a moderate oven for ten 
or fifteen minutes. When cold and 
very crisp put into a closely fitting 
tin till needed. 

Knuckle of veal and rice makes 
an economical 
this way, and it is a joint which can 
be bought very cheaply. Place the 
veal in a pan with half a pound of 
lean bacon, one pound of washed 
rice, four or five onions, three car- 
rots scraped and quartered, a few 
peppercorns, and a little salt.

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ELECTRICITY AND PLANTS. 

The simplest of all methods of 
applying the supposed stimulus of 
electricity to growing plants ap- 


pears to eb that of Monsieur Basty 
of Antwerp, Belgium. He sets up- 
right in the ground metallic rods, 
furnished with unoxidizable points, 
and penetrating to the depths of 
the roots of the plants to be treat- 
ed. These miniature lightning-rods 
are supposed to collect atmospheric 
electricity and conduct it into the 
soil. The area of action, Monsieur 
Basty calculates, is a circle of rad 
ius equal to the height of the rod. 
As many rods as needed may be em 
ployed, at proper distances apart. 
As applied in a garden at Antwerp 
for seyeral years past, this method 
is credited with having increased 


‘the yield of lettuce, strawberries 
and similar garden products from 
twofold to fourfold, Monsieur 


Basty’s observations seem to have 
been conducted with care, and have 
attracted considerable attention, 
but his conclusions need to be con- 
firmed by similar experiments else- 
where before they will be generally 
accepted,

THE LIPS IN COLD WEATHER

WILL FERTILIZERS PAY? 


The aim usually in the use of ar- 
tificial fertilizers is to supplement 
soil supplies of plant food as to 
obtain a profit, and the profits for 
the different crops will, to some ex- 
tent, be in propowsion to their eco- 
nomical use of the constituents ap- 
plied. Still one should not be de- 
terred from the use of fertilizing 
materials, even if the conditions 
should render the application ap- 
parently wasteful or a small re- 
covery of the constituents applied, 
provided the increase in yield will 
more than pay the cost of the ap- 
plication. The farmer should cal- 
culate what increase in crop it is 
necessary for him fo obtain in or- 
der to make th: e of fertilizers 
profitabl:. and if only this is ob- 
tained he should not condemn} 
their use. Many persons seem to 
have got the impression that there 
is some mystery connected with 
fertilizers, and that their use is a 
gamble at best, and are not satis- 
fied unless the returns from the ia- 
vestment in them are disproportion- 
ately large. We very often hear 
the statement that by the use of 
certain fertilizers the crop is 
doubled or tripled, as if this were a 
remarkable occurrence ‘and par- 
took of the nature of a mystery. 
Such results are not mysterious— 
they can be explained; they are in 
accordance with the principles in- 
volved,

In an experiment on celery it 
was shown that the weight of cel- 
ery from an application of four 
hundred pounds an acre of nitrate 
of soda was two and one-half times 
greater than that obtained on the 
land upon which no nitrate of 
soda was greater than that obtained 
the land upon which no nitrate 
was used, and that very great pro- 
‘fit followed its use. This result, 
while remarkable in a way, was 
not mysterious; if all the nitrogen 
applied had been used by the crop 
there would have been a. still 
greater increase. It simply showed 
that where no extra nitrogen had 
been applied the plant was not able 
to obtain enough to make the crop 
that the conditions of the season 
and soil in other respects permit- 
ted. In other words, the soil did 
lnot contain a complete food, and 
the nitrogen was necessary to sup- 
ply the deficiency. Favorable con- 
ditions are, however, not uniform,

“Don't let panic selze you. Let the 
fact be always uppermost in your mind 
that clothes have no tendency to drag 
you under water; that they are a help 
rather than a hindrance if you only 
know how to take advantage of the 
assistance they offer. Never forget 
that, clothes or no clothes, your body 
floats naturally, so that you can stay 
above water almost indefinitely if you 
will only keep your wits about you, 
and the cases are rare indeed in which 
assistance docs not come within a com- 
paratively short space of time,”—Recre- 
tion.

PROBLEMS ONLY OPEN TO THE 
MEDICAL THINKER, 


The Course of History was Changed 
by a Sore Tooth or a Vorpid 


Liver. 


_ Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, speak- 
ing to some London medical  stu- 
dents, told several stories illustrat- 
ing what he called ‘‘the romance of 
medicine,’’ 

The fashion of wearing wigs, for 
instance, was due to a skin disease 
which produced bald patches on the 
august head of Francis I. of 
France. He got a wig and his 
courtiers followed suit just as they 
all whispered when he had an at- 
tack of laryngitis. 

“One can trace for many years,”’ 
says the same authority in the Lan- 
cet, ‘certainly from 1802, the in- 


ception of that disease which killed 
Napoleon at St. Helena in lozi. In 
1802 Bourrienne gaid: ‘I have often 
seen him at Malmaison lean against 
the right arm of his chair and un- 
buttoning his coat and waistcoat 
exclaim, ‘‘What pain I feel!’’’ 
“That was perhaps the first allu- 
sion to his stomachic and hepatic 
trouble, but from then onward it 
continually appeared, like Banquo 
at the banquet. He could scatter 
the hosts of Europe and alter its 
kingdoms, but he was powerless 
against the mutinous cells of 


HIS OWN MUCOUS MEMBRANE. 


“Again and again he had attacks 
of lethargy, amounting almost to 
collapse at moments when all his 
energy was most required. At the 
crisis at Waterloo he had such an 
attack and sat his horse like a man 
dazed for hours of the action. 
Finally the six years at St. Helena 
furnish a clinical study ef gastric 
disease which was all explained in 
the historical post-mortem examin- 
ation, which disclosed cancer coy- 
ering the whole wall of the stomach 
and actually perforating it at the 
hepatic border. 

“Napoleon’s whole career was 
profoundly modified by his com- 
plaint. There have been many 
criticisms—not unnatural ones— 
of his petty, querulous and undig- 
nified attitude during his captivity ; 
but-if his critics knew what it was 
to digest their food with an organ 
which had hardly a square inch of 
healthy tissue upon it they would 
perhaps take a more generous view 
of the conduct of Napoleon, For 
my own part I think that his forti- 
tude was never more shown than 
during those years—the best proof 
of which was that his guardians had 
no notion how ill he was until with- 
in a few days of his actual death. 

“History abounds with examples 
of what I have called the romance 
of medicine.
